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BETWEEN the LINES 


In search of 
customer service

On a visit to an out-of-town chain restaurant 
recently we had a bad experience. And who 
hasn’t? The phrase “we'll bring your food out 
to you” calls up all kinds of anxiety for many of 
us who frequent these types of restaurants, 
because we know that out of sight often means 
out of mind. 

In this case, though, the whole restaurant 
seemed to have gone to heck in a handbasket, 
with two or three roving servers taking trays of 
food from table to table, hoping that someone 
would recognize their order. Three wrong trays 
and 20 minutes later, my husband and I were 
tired of trying to placate our squirming, hungry 
preschoolers, and complained to the next 
available ear, who was pleasant enough but 
made it seem as though she was doing us a big 
favor by “putting a rush” on that order we’d 
already placed once before. 

My daughter declared, in her way, that things 
were less than satisfactory. “This place is 
slow,” she observed, “and your cup (on which 
the restaurant's slogan was printed, and I'd read 
to her earlier in the visit) says ‘fast food.’” 

When the waitress finally returned with our 
order, my husband remarked to her that we 
realized the mix up wasn’t her fault, but that it 
reflected on management. She replied that the 
manager was in the kitchen, “trying to keep 
things together.” And, apparently, that’s part of 
the problem. As the manager was “‘co- 
ordinating” things in the kitchen, the high- 
school aged staff was given the task of figuring 
out how to appease a dining room full of 
increasingly impatient guests. I guess that’s one 
way to approach the situation. 

I realize mistakes happen. But the fact is that 
I'm finding when these things do happen, 
people seem less and less willing to step up and 
take responsibility for the situation, much less 
take steps to make it right. 

More and more. I’m encountering incidents 
of poor service or where | simply haven’t gotten 
what I paid for. And, in all of these cases, not 
only does pointing out the problem do no good, 
there's usually no one available to point the 
error out to. Employees blame management, 
management points the finger at employees, and 
nothing is ever resolved. 

So what's the lesson here? You get what you 
pay for? No, I don’t think that's the case. The, 
problem is that these chain restaurants and chain 
discount stores, try as they might to appear 
warm and friendly, are about as impersonal as it 
gets, concentrating on quantity rather than 
quality, and eliminating the human factor 
wherever the bottom line demands it. 

But, fortunately, there are still other places 
that know how to keep folks coming back. Your 
local mom-and-pop corner store, that downtown 
family-owned restaurant, and virtually anyone 
employed in a service industry who directly 
depends on cach and every customer for his 
own bread and butter, and knows it. 

Customer service is alive and well, I think — 
[just need to be reminded every now and again, 
by a bad experience elsewhere, to make a point 
of frequenting those places where I know I'll 
find it.

Senior services millage is needed

On behalf of all Senior Citizens of Charlevoix 
County (anyone over 60), I would like to clarify 
what the Commission on Aging would like to 
accomplish with a millage for senior services and 
how much this will cost the taxpayers. We are a 
non-profit agency formed in 1974 in response to 


the Older Americans Act amendments to help fund © 
. services through the Area Agency.on Aging. We are 


a local Commission on Aging formed under 
Charlevoix County as our employer. 

Recently, a community assessment (funded by a 
grant from the Charlevoix Community Foyndation) 
was conducted by the.Community Service’Network 
of Michigan, and according to this survey, the 
Commission on Aging is the “premiere point of 
contact service provider. This agency is a local 
agency which can reach out to regional resources, a 
safety net for-seniors.” 

’ Findings of this survey revealed the following: 
1) Charlevoix county is demographically compa- 
rable to the surrounding counties in the district; the 
65+ consists of 17 percent compared to 1} percent 
statewide; 2) Charlevoix County has a slightly 
higher proportion of elderly in poverty; 3) the 
growing proportion of Charlevoix County senior 
citizen population and baby boomer population 
need to be noted in the strategic plan for housing 
and services; 4) Charlevoix County is identified as 
a Health Professional Shortage Area designation 
and, 5) the Charlevoix Commission on Aging is the 
only COA in the district that does not have a 
millage for support of Senior services. 

Presently, the Commission on Aging operates on 
a budget of $315,907. These funds are a combina- 
tion of county allocations of $111,000, and com- 
bined grants from Area Agency on Aging for all of 
our meal programs,(Senior Center meals and Home 
Delivered Meals), homemaking, respite and 
personal care and community mental health for our 
Dementia Respite Program. The grants total 


. $104,400, including a grant from the Charlevoix 


County Community Foundation for the Personal 
Care Program. We then collect voluntary donations 
from all of our eligible clients. This is not a 
requirement to receive our services. They donate if 
they can affordto. 

To be eligible for our community services for 
Charlevoix Canty, you need only be 60 years old, 
somewhat hor§ebound and in neéd of services. We 
do not scréen:your annual income or assets for our 
basic community services: Presently, we provide 
information.and assistance; homemaking, personal 
care, in-home respite, home-delivered meals and 
congregate meals. We also have emergency 
medicine vouchers for income eligible clients, 
which you can-receive up to three months free 


Prescriptions per. year. We advocate volunteer 


friendly reassurance calls, Senior Companions, 
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In the community, activities are geared for seniors 
such as fun trips, exercise and health related 
activities and speakers at senior centers and crptts 
and social activities such as bingo and cards, music 
and therapy groups at your local senior center. 

With the booming elderly population. more 
assistance and services are needed requiring more 
money. Millage would help expand existing 
services such as increased caregiver respite or 
homemaking weekly instead of every other week 
and elimination of current waiting lists. Millage 
would also help support adult day care at the East 
Jordan site (this adult day care was cut from the 
budget, when Northern Michie gan’ Hospital made 

‘Ftheir hudget cuts in January 2000), training for 

“ nurses aides to provfde in home care. in-home 
medication management by an RN (a skill no 
longer covered by Medicare) and in-home foot 
care for those that cannot get to d foot clinic. Other 
frequently requested services that neighboring 
counties are currently providing are: lawn care, 
snow removal and minor repairs offered to the 
elderly at a reduced cost by licensed providers. 
called chore service. 

Millage would also help operational costs of all 
our local senior centers so that they may provide 
nutritional meals on a daily basis at low cost to 
seniors at the centers or in their homes. Money is 
needed to train staff and support services in the far 
reaches of our county including Beaver Island, 
which is part of Charlevoix County. 

So, yes, Charlevoix County, we need all your 
support for senior citizen neighbors, parents and 
friends in need of a little extra help and support by 
the Commission on Aging in your county so that 
they may maintain their dignity and independence 
in their homes for as long as possible. 

We have never had a millage for senior ser- 
vices. Ask yourself, “How do Antrim and Emmet 
counties provide such wonderful services for their 
Seniors and why can’t Charlevoix County do the 
same?” The difference is millage. Four-tenths of a 
mil will provide $467.000. This is just enough to 
support services that our seniors are entitled to. 

For homeowners of a house valued at $50,000, 
this would cost you approximately $20 per year; a 
home valued at $75,000 - $30 per year: $100.000 - 
$40 per year. Think of this as an insurance benefit 
for grqwing older and the benefits are great! When 
you reach sixty I hope all of these services are in ~ 
place for you. Please vote yes for the Commission 
on Aging when you go to the polls Aug. 8.

Legislative Determination 

An ordinance to regulate the con- 
struction of Private Roads, the creation 
of adjacent Lots and the construction 
of structures on such Lots, to Provide 
a procedure therefor; to repeal any 
ordinance or provisions thereof in con- 
flict herewith and to prescribe a pen- 
alty for the violation of the provisions 
of this Ordinance. This Ordinance is 
pursuant to, but not limited to, Act 288 
of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended; Act 246 of the Public Acts 
of 1945, as amended; and Act 132 of 
the Public Acts of 1970, as amended:

Section 1.01-Title 

This ordinance is named the Bay 
Township Private Road Ordinance 

Section 2.01-Purpose
